The officers ckf the Federal Bureau of Investigation Recreation Association 
(FBIRA) met on 6-7-72 to consider the matter of FBIRA sponsorship of a commem- 
orative activity honoring the memory of former Director J. Edgar Hoover. Those 
present were: Inspector E. W. Walsh, President; F. J. Hudson, Activity Promoter; 
F.B. Still, Assistant Activity Promoter; Gladys Tietgen, Assistant Activity Promoter; 
D. J. Green, Treasurer; Joyce Kush, Secretary; A. W. Gray, R. I. Shroder, and 
Mary Novotny, Board of Directors. Items considered and decisions aivrived at are as 
follows: 

Item I. A suggestion was received from Vernon E. Smith, y&fpepvisory 
Fingerprint Examiner, Identification Division, that a,''Qommemorativ6vii{eaal be struck 
honoring the late Director J. Edgar Hoover. Mr. Smith suggested sponsorship could 
be handled under the auspices of the FBIRA and recommended the Fr^lnklin Mint, 
Franklin Center, Pennsylvania, as an organization which would do argood job if we 
went forward with such a project. A representative of the FrankUh Mint, former 
SA Paul Hagan , subsequently contacted me and furnished details cm going forward with 
such a project. Mr. Hagan proposed an advance payment of $1,250 to $1,300 for a 
sculpturing of Mr. Hoover's likeness together with the making of dies and all related 
charges. He suggested $10.00 as a sale price of the sterling silver coin although other 
lesser prices could be arranged depending on the finalizing cf plans for such a project. 
Complete det ails of the Franklin Mint proposal are attached. 



Mr. William Tj(Louth, Presld eng34edallic Art Company , 325 East 
45th Street, New York,. New .York, {Personally called oh me and presented the proposal 
of his company for the reproduction of a high -relief full sculptured medalUc piece 
commemorating the memory of Mr. Hoover. Mr. Louth's proposal included alternate 
plans of financing. In summary, if FBIRA underwrote the proposal with an advance 
of $2,500, we could obtain 1,000 medallions or memorial medals at $3.20 each or if 
we put up no money we could obtain them at $4.90 each for sale to our FBIRA members 
Mr. Louth also proposed that we consider a sales projection ol 5,000 pieces at $10.00 
a piece for which he would charge us $15,500 giving us a gross profit of $34, 500 which

Resolution of Item 1 . A detailed discussion of the above propositions was hac 
and each olfrcer present was asked to express his views. Those present were - 
unanimously opposed to the idea of having the FBIRA sponsor either of the above 
proposals. They felt we should not go forward because of the commercial aspects 
involved. They felt that medals would be mostly for collectors and that the FBIRA was 
not the organization to handle this type of thing . Cognizance was taken of the fact 
that a bilJ^ (H.R. 15087) was introduced in the House of Representatives 5-18-72 to 
provide for Uie stfilang of nationa^jnedals to honor the late J. Edgar Hoover. Member 
f elf we should wait and see whether this bill is passed in Congress because if it did 
collectors desiring to purchase such an item would then be able to do so. The officers 
suggested that the employee who originated the idea of a commemorative medal be 
thanked and that the Franklin Mint and Medallic Art Company be advised d our decisio 
not to go forward with sponsoring of the activities each proposed. 

Ite m 2. A letter was received from Thomas. F. Jones, President, FBIRA, 
New York OXiice, attaching an advertisement of th^)wittnauer Precious Metals Guild, 
One M'' ^ ^fipii ft t? ^/'^in on^- ^ Jfig.^ J.^I^ i offeringTo^TpuljlIc sale'a X' Edgai ^ooye 
Memorial M edallion at $20.00 each. Mr. Jones advised that the above company offered 
to sell to FBIRA this medallion at a price of $12. 00 each if FBIRA would guarantee 
purchase of at least 500 medallions.

Resolution of Item 2 . The officers after brief discussion were unanimously 
opposed because of the obvious commercialism involved together with the objections 
voiced relative to Item 1 above. Mr. Jones is being thanked by letter for his suggestior 
and asked to inform the Wittnauer Company that we do not wish to go forward with 

their nrooosal.

Item 3. Mary R. Yarbrough, Files and Communications Division, suggested 
that consideration be given to furnishing Bureau employees, who are interested in 

receiving one , a copy of the cover photograph of former Director Hoover which appears 
on cover of "Nation^s Business** magazine January, 1972. The suggester felt that many 

employees at FBI Headquarters as well as in the field would be interested in having a 
copy of this photograph and would be happy to defray the cost of such reproduction. It 
was pointed out to those present that the editor cf **Nation*5 Business** in a letter of 
2-4-72 transmitted to the Bureau the original photographic material of the cover photo- 
graph together with the legal right for the FBI to use this in any way connected with the 
Bureau's work. Harold P. Leinbaugh, No. 2 Man, Crime Records Division, advised 
that the photographer who took Mr. Hoover's photograph for the cover of **Natioa*s 
Business" Mr. Yoichi Okamoto, possesses the original photogrs4>hic materials and on 
a nonprofit basis would make available to the FBIRA doU-lliiiah copies of the photQgrsq>h 
at a cost of approiximately $1.50 each.

Resolution of Ite m 3 . Members present unanimously iavored this suggestion 
indicating tl)at a great deal of interest had been ex})ressed to them relative to this 
item prior to their attendance at the meeting. They suggested this be a one-time only 
proposition; Uiat our employees all be advised of the availability of the photograph 
through the FBIRA at a cost of approximately $1. 50, and that one order be submitted 
to the photographer through the good services of Mr. H. P. Leinbaugh.

As was approved by my memorandum 5-11-72, the 
record of Mr. Hoover's funeral service, which we received from the 
Reverend Edward L. R. Elson, supplemented by the full text of 
President Nixon's eulogy on this occasion, will be printed for distri- 
bution to all FBI employees as well as appropriate individuals outside 
of the Bureau. A total of 25, 000 such brochures will be printed. 

Attached is a copy of the brochure dummy which the 
Exhibit Section has made up. With the exception of a mistaken scrip- 
tural reference (II Corinthians 4:5 which should have been and was 
changed to read H Corinthians 5:1) and a very small number of seemingly 
inconsistent forms of punctuation, the text, as provided by Dr. Elson, 
has been left unchanged. It was not always possible to actually document 
the passages used with the King James version of the Bible used for 
proofing. However, since variations in scriptural texts exist and since 
the record Dr. Elson provided must be taken as an accurate transcript 
of the services, it was felt we should be most restrictive in our editing. 
WhUe Dr. Elson has announced his retirement as Pastor of The National 
Presbyterian Church, it is understood that it will not become effective 
for some time. Accordingly, the brochure carries hi m as occupying. 
this position.

Hie Reverend Edward L. R. Elson, Pastor, The Nattcnal 
Presbyterian Church of Washington, D. C. , has submitted a record of the 
funeral service held for former Director Hoover at The National Presbyterian 
Church, Washington, D. C. , 5-4-72. It is felt that it would be a most appropri; 
tribute to the memory of Bdr. Hoover if this record, supplemented by the full 
text of President Nixon*s eulogy irtiich was delivered on this occasion, could be 
printed in the form of an impropriate brochure in sufficient quantity so that each 
employee of the FBI could be given a copy for a keepsake. 

The Exhibits Section has estimated that the makeup for such a 
brochure, to include a i|trityped text and cover design, could be prepared with- 
in approximately one week after approval. It was further estimated that the 
finished product would consist of a cover and ten pages. 

The Mechanical Section has estimated tiiat the printing of the 
brochure, using off -set paper for pages and regular cover paper, could be 
accomplished within a week after obtsdning a dummy copy. The preparation 
and printing of 21, 000 copies of this brochure (which would aUow approximately 
1, 500 additional copies for distribution to other than Bureau employees), would 
involve an estimated total cost of about $016 (mateup cost $154 and printing

PASTOR'S TRIBUTE 

It is fitting that we should gather here among people with whom Mr. 
Hoover was reared and with whom he worshipped. 

It is not commonly known that there was a time in Mr. Hoover's young 
manhood when he struggled in the depth of his being over a call to enter the 
ministry of the church or to give his life to the legal profession. Our loss of 
a clergyman in the church has been the great gain of the legal profession and a 
lifetime of devoted service to the Republic. 

Mr. Hoover was reared in a home where God was honored, the Bible 
read and prayers said daily and where he was early instructed in the catechism 
of our faith. As a boy he sang in the Church choir, as a young man he was a 
volunteer Sunday School teacher and in more recent years served as a Trustee 
of the National Presbyterian Church, where his service was greatly valued. 

He believed that the moral law was given by God in the Ten Commandments 
and the Sermon on the Mount and that all other laws emanated from this premise. 
Thus in serving the law he was serving his God. 

To him I went on numerous occasions for counsel and always on New 
Year's Day, which was his birthday, I made one pastoral call, to his home on 
30th Place. 

In the vestry of this Church behind this pulpit there is a silver sculptured 
rendering of The Last Supper, the gift of Mr. Hoover to this Church, before which 
we stand each Lord's Day to prepare our hearts for worship in this place. 
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Let us pray.
